No. 3/10/74-Fub ■-The President has learnt with prol'ound regret of the sad 
demise ol Shri Man'sinhji Bhasaheb Rana, Miniver of Slate jn the Ministry of 
Industrial Development on tlie 31st July, 1974. 

Born on 10th March 1904, Shii Ranu was, educated at Gujaj'at College, 
Ahmedabad, Government Law College, Poona and Middle Temple, London and 
Agriculture College, Poona. He worked as President Taluku Panchayat, Vagra 
from 1935 to 1938 and as Magistrate l.st Class, Broaeli, Vagrn in 1938-39. 

He was Major Commander, Bombay Civil Pioneer Force Rom 1942 to 1945. 
He was elected Member, Legislative Assembly, Bombay 1945—52 and 1966-—60 
and Gujarat 1962—67. He was Speaker Gujarat Legislative Assembly in 
1966—62. He wa.Si elected to the 4th Lok Sabha in 1967 and again to the 5th 
Lok Sabha in 1971 from Broach. He served as Chairman Committee on Public 
Undertakings in 1969-70 and 1971-72. He was appointed as Minister of State in 
the Ministry of Shipping and Transpoi-1- from 5th February, 1973 and took over 
as Mlni.ster of State in the Ministry of Industrral Development on lUh January, 
1974. 
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Shri Rana was a keen sportsman and took special interest in physical training 
nd games. He was Vice-President of the Gujarat Rifle Association. He was a 
lie member ol the Farmers’ Forum of India and had donated 400 acres oi land 
or Bhoodan. He had widely travelled and visited U.K., Japan and several other 
ountries in Europe, 

As a Minister Shri Rana worked with dedication and 'served the country 
n-remittingly. His death has caused a grievous loss to the Goveinment and 
?eople of India.
